‘THE SCOTT TRIAL. 


TESTIMONY FOR THE DEFENSE 
Scott's Character Discussed—A Num- 
ber of Witnesses Examined, but 
Little Light ‘Thrown on the 
Mysterious Murder of the Poor 
Woman—Will Be Concluded To- 
day. 


In the Scott murder trial yesterday 
the defense put in all its evidence ex- 
cept the testimony of the defendant, 
which will be given Monday morning. 
The testimony during the day was 


- principally as to the reputation and 


character of the defendant, and did 
not vary much from that given at the 
preliminary examination. 

Scott’s partner in the blacksmith 


business, on Requena street, was not 


allowed Friday to give the conversa- 
tion he had with Annie le Brun, the 
murdered woman, shortly before the 
tragedy. He was put on the stand 
again yesterday and allowed to testify, 
in spite of the opposition of Mr. Har- 
desty. The latter argued that no 
threats against Scott by the woman 
were admissible, inasmuch as the de- 
fendant himself had stated that his 
mistress did not shoot him and then

Bryan testified that Annie le Brun 
sent for him to come to the saloon 
March 2d, and asked him to take „a 
drink with her.

SENSATIONAL SHOOTING 


MANUEL BALLARDES SHOOTS A 
WIDOW IN THE ARM,

Los 
Angeles will not be supplied with any 
more fish from Santa Monica for some 
time to come, at least so say the fisher- 
men here, The boycott is on account 
of a notice by the merchants that in 
the future they will only pay 2 centsa 
pound for fish, whereas hitherto they 
have been giving 5 cents a pound. The 
change has been brought about by the 
large influx of Italian fishermen to San 
Pedro, thereby much increasing the 
catch and practically flooding the mar- 
ket.

Battle of Bull’s Run—Daniel 
Lambert—Another Heavy Weight

New Hampshire, through a conven- 
tion of delegates held at Exeterzon July 
21, 1774, elected delegates to the Con- 
tinental Congress. A Committee of 
Correspondence, appointed on June 
8th by the Assembly,which Gov: Went- 
worth had dissolved for that action, 
sought to choose the delegates to Con- 
gress on June 2ist, but the Governor 
had caused the Sheriff and 
disperse the committee. 

Upon Gov. Penn’s refusal to call a 
special session of the Provincial As 
sembly, the people of Philadelphia 
chose a committee for the city and 
county, upon the invitation of which 
committee, a committee for the whole 
province was elected, and metin Phila 
delphia July 5, 1774. They reaffirmed 
the rights o the colonies, and recom-

The Nicaragua Canal—A Dazzling 
Tropical Valley—Luxuriant Vege:

[SEVENTH LETTER.| 

LA LIBerTAD (Salvador), June 14.— 
[Special Correspondence of 
TntEs.] In our last letter, we were all 
excitement in our retreat from Nica: 
ragua, before the approach of yellow 
fever in Costa Rica. It gave us but a 
meager opportunity of observing the 
country through which the great Nica- 
ragua Canal is to run. But this mon- 
ster enterprise is just now taking re- 
newed life, from the absolute failure 
of the Panama scheme. The surveys 
have been practically finished, the 
location of the lo wer route from Ochoa 
to Greytown completed, levels are be- 
ing run on the rene of the hills and 
cross sections, while it is reported that 
800 laborers are en route from New 
York to commence work. Despite 
these tangible evidences of the buiid- 
ing of this canal, a strange idea pre- 
vails among the people of Nicaragua 
that the progress, so far made and ex- 
penses incurred, are mere subterfuges, .

Such is the present status of the 
Nicaragua Canal our brief ob- 
servation. 


As we hastened back to Corinto to 
take the steamer northward We en- 
countered sufficient of Nicaragua life 
to lead us to the conviction that thig 
particular country is making but slow 
progress, and is even behind her sister 
republics of Central America in grasp- 
ing the problems of modern civiliza- 
tion and political economy. 

There is a readiness on the part of 
the Government to encourage foreign 
emigration,.to aid inthe development 
of the country, but there are, just now 
but few practical inducements held 
out. Outside of its trade in dye woods, 
rubber and à little mining, there are 
but few attractions for the energetic 
who is,seeking new fields. 
Its fruit trade and coffee tradé might 
be greatly expanded, but this is hardly 
to be expected, until the canal is con- 
structed and new life imparted A the 
large influx of foreigners this scheme 
will certainly encourage. 

We finally reached Corinto, other- 
wise the old port of Realejo, noted as 
the landing place of Gen. Walker’s fil- 
ibustering expedition.

Three days of rolling and tumbling 
in sweltering staterooms brought us to 
La Libertad, one of the principal sta- 
tions of the Pacific International Cable 
Company, as wellas the leading po 
of Salvador. The dangerous surt 4 
this place renders it impossible for 
craft of any kind to land, and a long 
iron pier is constructed over the 
breakers, from which lighters are un- 
loaded from the vessels lying about 
one half mile out at sea. 

At this port we received the report 
of another branch of our party—trom 
which we had separated in the Comay- 
agua Valley. We append the same as 
a description of the Salvador country:

In this valley we could 
view almost all that the tropics yielded. 
Trees of incredible height towered 
aloft, huge cylindrical cactuses arose 
here apd-¢here in the form of candel- 
abra, affd the coronal leaves of the 
palm spreading out like a vast um- 
brella. Vast numbers of flowers also 
added their tribute of beauty and the 
flower-donned forests looked truly 
magnificent. 

Many peculiar birds lent their pres- 
ence to the scene. The toucan, parrot 
and oriole were feasting upon the fruit 
of the cactus and muttering each his 
peculiar note; pairs of chimingthrushes 
and tanagers were warbling their al- 
ternate notes and the motmots and 
chatterers were making no cessation of 


noise! 


Paths of peccaries or wild hogs 
crossed the road in various places, and 
we encountered several of the tiny 
species of deer common to this coun- 
try. At the foot of the valley we en- 


tered the mountains bordering Salva- 


Jaguar. as he hastily 


dor. Our first day over them sub- 
jected us to considerable privation from 
want af water. For many leagues the 
road from La Paz to the border 
threaded a labyrinthine route through 
plateaus, over mountains and narrow, 
dangerous passes. The path, in man 

laces but 15 inches wide, was bordere 
by sheer precipices of 1000 feet. As 
soon as we entered the mountains, too, 
the temperature radically changed, as 
well as an entire change of vegetation. 
The tall palm, which had reached an 
altitude of 150 feet in the valley, was 
now degraded to a stunted bush or en- 
tirely discarded in a new family of 
trees. 

The huge cactus which had lined our 
road through the plain was cut down 
toamere shrub of disowned amid a 
stranger vegetation. Such,in fact, 
was the almost universal change, and 
many of the new plants were familiar 
to us as the natives of acold climate, 
and it seemed as though many of the 
8 of the températe zone had 

n transported here into the very 
heart of the tropics. 

Saco was the first point in Salvador 
where we were to make a brief stop. 
The approach to this city was through 
a defile of the mountains, and we first 
beheld it from the highest range 
around it, several hours before the city 
was reached. It has a beautiful loca- 
tion, in a valley of wonderful richness 
and teeming with a profusion of trop- 
ical vegetation. To while away our 
resting spell at Saco, we took frequent 
jaunts into the woods and down the 
Goascoran River, which runs by the

One of the interesting incidents of 
these excursions was ap ant battle. 
It took place between a variety of red 
and black ant. We arrived upon the 
battlefield after the contest had begun. 
It seemed that, the two varieties had 
arranged their armies in true military 
style, and, as the battle waged, fresh 
recruits were constantly coming in. 
They marched forward, grappled each 
other, falling down, rolling over, sting- 
ing and biting, until each, exhausted, 
fell over dead. Their places were in- 
stantly supplied by reserves, who 
marched forward to certain death with 
all the heroism imaginable. Thus the 
conflict continued until a bank 
of the dead of these valiant little in- 
sects was created of no small dimen- 
sions. We witnessed this battle for 
nearly an hour, until there seemed no 
prospect of victory for either side, 
when we left them to their carnage. 

Imbued with fresh vigor by our stop 
at Saco, we again were in the saddle 
en route for San Miguel. We passed 
many elegant plantations and farm- 
houses, betokening a people very much 
advanced in agricultural arts. As we 
approached near the city these evi- 
dences increased. Strong and durable 
turnpikes, paved thoroughfares, beau- 
tiful flower gardens, well-dressed citi- 
zens and an occasional vehicle all im- 
pressed us that these people were rap- 
idly ascending the scale of civilization. 
This was a striking contrast to sec- 
tions of Honduras through which we 
had just passed. 

San Miguel is situated near the base 


of a volcano and upon a river of the 


same name. It has a population of 
about 20,000, and controls the bulk of 
the trade from Fonseca Bay to Salva- 
dor city. It has many handsome edi- 
fices, storehouses and public buildings, 
and is not wanting in many of the ap- 
pliances and conveniences of modern 


ingenuity. 


n the center of its plaza is a hand- 
some fountain, to which a good portion 
of the people of the city resort for 
water, especially during the dry season, 
when all the little streams about the 
city dry up. We spent several days 
very pleasantly in this delightful city, 
when we continued our journey toward 
San Vicente. We left it in the early 
morning, wishing to take advantage of 
the delightful morning air, before the 
intense heat set in and drove us to 
shelter ourselves, in the middle of the 
day. When the morning dawned, we 
were winding about among the moun- 
tains, which stretched out into in- 
terminable ranges in every direction, 
with their tallest peaks girdled in belts 
of cloud. There is no period in the 


tropics so delightfully pleasant as the 


hour of sunrise. 

The cool morning air is laden with 
the perfumes of numerous aromatic 
plants, and from the forests, glittering 
with thousands of diamond dewdrops, 
comes the mingled notes of hundreds 
of Nature's warblers. The gaudy 
humming bird, the plaintive trogon 
the piping manakin, the lovely woo 
pigeon, the noisy parrot, the ceaseless 
chatterer, and the chiming thrush are 
each pouring forth his peculiar note. 

Large butterflies of the richest hue 
are bathingin the golden beams, dis- 
playing all of their gaudy colors, and, 
irom the flowers about you, comes the 
hum of myriads of gaily-coated in- 
sects. The roadside is one gorgeous 
flower-bed at this time. The milky- 
belled amaryllis, the fragrant azalia, 
the handsome arbutus, the cardinal 
‘hot, alive and dark with passion,”

heliotropes, hyacinths of heavenly blue, 
the dark green myrtle, the purple- 
winged morning glory and pansy, blue 
violets peeping from the bank, and a 
thousand other varieties added their 
tribute of beauty and fragrance. 

In the tropics, vegetation is wonder- 
fully active, which is due to the 
brighter sunshine of these countries, 
and the quantity of nourishment of the 
carbonic acid of the atmosphere.

Night was upon us when we reached 
Chimogua, near the western bank of 
the Rio Lempe.

But these surroundiu 
us from the enjoyment of a genuine 
native meal of tortillas and frijoles. 

The food was prepared in very awk- 
ward aboriginal utensils—in pieces of 
earthenware and pottery, which, in ap- 
pearance, owed their origin to the 
myphic epochs of human career. These 
cooking vessels, used by the common 
people of this country at the. present 
day, are very similar to the antique 
specimens found around the globe, and 
in use among most of the semi-civil- 
ized nations today.

It has regular paved streets and some 
very fine buildings. Its plaza, like 
most cities in this country, is used as a 
= market-place, and was covered 

y numerous little improvised sheds of 
cloth, and the large number of these 


bore the appearance of an encampment 


of soldiers. 

The principal dealers who presided 
over those various stands were young 
native women. These young trades- 
women are almost always beautiful, 
with forms, regular fea- 
tures, black, lustrous eyes and luxuri- 
ent locks, which fall back over the 
‘shoulders or are donned up under a 
turban-shaped covering for the head. 
They all wear silk shawls, and you 
might often observe them wearing this 
costly article when they were bare- 
footed and having a great scantiness 
in other apparel. 

We visited the volcano, whose trun- 
cated cone rises above the clouds, and 
which was once the terror of the pepu- 
lation. The pathway, which formed 
the passage to the top, was very nar- 
row, being simply a gully, which 
threaded a serpentine route to the 
summit. The streamlets which flow 
down its sides during the wet season 
have scooped out immense cavities,

The surrounding walls bore a dark 


and repulsive color, and the sides were 
very rough and angular. On oneside was 
a dismal subterranean passage, appar- 
ently an immense crack in the earth, 
and peering in, the view was lost in 
darkuess. The sediment ot the basin 
was composed of a brimstone sand, 
which felt almost the weight of lead. 
From the erest of the volcano there is 
a magnificent view. Looking to the 
east or west, the vision loses itself amid 


ragged chains of mountains, dotted | 


here and there with villages; to the 
south, over broad-stretching savan- 
nahs, with streams threading their 
zigzag course to the sea, while in the 
distance, the shore-line of the Pacific 
was distinctly marked. At the base of 
the volcano are hot springs, from which 
a continuous steam is arising. There 
are other mineral springs of chaly- 
beate. magnesia and arsenic waters. 
Our stay in this city was passed ve 
pleasantly, being varied by hunting ex- 
cursions and visits to several of the 
largest estates in the neighborhood. — 
rom here we turned northward in 
order to visit the opal districts of 
Southwestern Honduras, aud possibly 
make a short stay at the ruins of 
Copan.

You 
would have been out of breath, too, if 
you had been with me. Just think of 
living in a town that you have to 
climb a stone ladder of a thousand 
steps to get to! That is the sort of 
place Lolita lives in. It is called 
Acoma, and I think it is the most won- 
derful city in the world. The strong- 
helds of Quebec and Gibraltar are 
nothing beside it. It is in one of the 
western counties of New Mexico, that 
most interesting part of America, and 
one about.which very few people in the 
East kuow much. Its 7 ty all have 
brown skins, long black hair, and the 
strangest clothes you ever saw. Care- 
less folks call them Indians, but they 
are not Indians at all. They are Pueb- 
los, or Aztecs—the children of that 
strange, quiet race which had lived in 


this country for hundreds of years be- 


fore Columbus ever dreamed there was 
such a place as America. They live 


today just as they lived then — in 


queer, neat houses madeof big mud 
bricks dried in the sun, with nice lit- 
tle farms, and big flocks of sheep and 
cattle and horses. They cali them- 
selves Hano Ohshatch, which means 
children of the sun,“ for they be- 
lieve the sun is God, and they worship 
it in some very queer ways. They 
to church, too, in the most wonderful 
church in the world. It took them 40 
years to build it, and 40 more to make 
the graveyard. You see, the town 
stands on top of what they call here a 
mesa, or table of rock,.600 feet high, 
and with sides as , steep as the walls of 


a a@house. There are only three paths 


to the top, and such dreadful paths as 
they are, you can’t imagine. One time 
‘amanand a woman who lived in the 
town were coming up the worst of 
these paths, and were nearly to the 
top, when the man slipped and fell 
backward. As be fell he hit the wo- 
man, and both tumbled together over 
500 feet to the plain below, crushed 
into herrible and shapeless masses. So 
vou can see how fearfully steep these 
stone ladders must be. And when I tell 
you that the church covers far more 
ground than any church in New York, 
and the graveyard nearly as much 
more, and that these 2 people 
had to bring every timber and eve 

bit of mud for the church, and a 

the dirt for the graveyard (which 
is à great stone box over 200 feet 
square and 65 feet deep) you will 
understand why it is so wonderful. 
In the same way they had to bring up 
all the material for the houses in which 


800 people live—up dizzy precipices 
which few Americans dare to climb 
with empty hands. As the great table

would spon spoil; but it keeps fresh 
and coo] all the year round in Acoma, 
which is a thousand feet i above 
the sea level than the top of the tallest 
mountain east of Colorado. The beau- 
tiful plain all around the foot of the 
corn and 
waving grass, and thousands of sheep 
and cattle, horses and burros are 
grazing all around. Did you ever see 
aburro? Heisa sort of pocket-size 
donkey, no larger than a young colt, 
but very strong and useful, and with 
the queerest, wisest expression of face 
youever saw. To look at him you 
would fancy he had swallowed three 
dictionaries, and knew them all by 
heart already. But really all he knows 
is to look out for himself pretty well, 
and to be very careful when he is en- 
trusted with a burden. 

Well, when 1 got to the top of cliff, 
panting and.hot, there was little Lolita 
standing on.the edge, where she could 
look down 600 feet. Ihad seen her from 
the bottom, whence she looked no 
bigger than a black ant standing on 
its hind legs, But now I could see 
that she was about 3 years old, very 
plump, and with more dimples than 
else I know. Perhaps the 
dimple-maker was a particular friend 
of hers. Her hair was very long for 
such a little girl, and hadn’t a kink in 
it. It was perfectly straight, very 
fine, black as a crow and “‘banged”’ in 
front. I can remember very well 
when an American girl with pangs 
would have been a curiosity to the

didn’t invent everything. 

Lolita had on a little, loose calico 
gown which came to her knees; and 
not another thing. She never wore 
shoes or stockings in her life, but when 
she gets older she will put on funny 
little moccasins made of deerskin, 
with rawhide soles, and a 1 band 
of deerskin wrapped around her leg 
from foot to knee, until it looks like a 
very big white boot. Neither has she 
ever worn a hat, but in place of it, on 
feast days and to go to church, she has 
alittle red shawl that she puts over her 
head and shoulders, so that it looks 
much like a tight hood. No matter 
how cold it is, she wears no other 
clothes—and really she dosen’t mind 
the winter half as much as many 
little eastern girls with ail their warm 
clothes and cloaks and muffs. Her 
little body is as tough all over as your 
face is, and for the same reason— 
habit. 

At first Lolita was very shy.of me. 
She had never seen but one or two 
people in such clothes, which looked 
as queer to her as her father’s would to 
you; and. what she had seen were on 
rough people who didn’t care for little 
girls. But I had brought avery big 
sack of candy behind my saddle, and 
it didn’t take her long to nd out what 
those little sweet striped sticks were for. 
She couldn’t speak a word of English 
or Spanish, and as 1 didn’t know a 
great deal o the Acoma language then 
we couldn’t talk together much. But 
we soon understood each other fa- 


mously all the same, and really didn’t 


need to use our tongues. . .

asked, which means in Acoma where 
do you live?” and Lolita led me around 
ast the big chureh and stopped in 
ront of a row of honsés more than 1000 
all divided up iuto narrow lit- 

ings, but solid and continuous 
as it carved out of one great block. 
| And such queer houses! There are 
none in the States like them—which is 
aà pity, as they are much more comfort- 
able and pretty than the tenements of 
our great cities. Each house is three. 
and built in terraces, 

so that the row looks like three 
great steps to some quaint doors. 
There are no windows. and no 
‘doors in the first story—nothing 
but little peep-holes with panes of 
gypsum, a stone which lets the light 
through like glass, but is not nearly so 
clear. To get into the house at all 
you must climb a funny, big ladder, 
and then walk back on. the roof of the 
first story to the door of the second. 
Inside is a little trap-door and another 
ladder, by which you can go down into 
the cellar-like first story. The people 
built their houses in this way to de- 
fend themselves. better against the 
Apaches, Navajoes and other murder- 
ous Indians who used to be fighting 
them all the time; and for the same 
reason they put their town on top of 
the lofty mesa. The houses are evry 
neat inside, and have the funniest 
little mud fireplaces imaginable, but 
no chairs or bedsteads, tables or 
lounges. The beds are spread on the 
floor at night, and rolled up and put 
along the walls by day for seats; and 
for their meals they sit on the floor ia 
a circle, with the food in the middle. 
But I can tell you better about these 
1 houses by showing you a picture 
took there the other day than by 
words. 
After I had talked awhile with Loli- 
ta’s father and mother, and eaten some 
matzin—their queer, blue bread, which 
looked exactly like a piece of hornet's 
nest—I took Lolita by one hand and 
the sack of candy in the other, aud 
went out. We backed down the big 
ladder and stood in the street, which is 
one smooth, solid tock. In front of 
the houses were groups of children, 
playing in little patches of sand or 
tossing pebbles at a mark. The chil- 
dren of Acoma are as queer as their 
town. They never saw a doll nor any 


s and 
stones and mud pies, and have a great 
deal better time than many white chil- 
dren. They never went.to school, and 
wouldn’t know what a book. was; but 
they know all about outdoors, ride on 
wild horses, and can take care of them- 
selves as well as a lot of grown-up 
Americans. The little girls take care 
not only of themselves, but also of the 
babies of the family, whom they never 
pinch nor tease nor neglect. It is a

The rest came. * slyly 
toward us, as if half afraid I might 
bite, but when they saw what Lolita 
had in her mouth—for she was at work 
on a second stick by this time—the 
ew bolder..
